“I've got this great idea for a book. All| 
need to know is how to get it in shape. 

Or “I'm planning to be a writer. Do you 
have any advice on where | could start out?” 

Or sometimes | would get invitations to 
speak at writers conferences or journalism 
conventions or university seminars on weighty 
topics like “The Modern Humorous Essay.” 
And | would go to cocktail parties where bitter 
white wine was served in plastic glasses by 
women with two last names. And; for a while, 
when | first got these invitations, | would 
actually accept them and go spend a day 
spouting off about this thing and that thing 
and the other thing. And people would take 
notes on the stuff | was saying. And when 
aspiring writers wrote me letters, | would 
write them back, volunteering suggestions 
on how to write and when to write and so on 
and so forth. And the aspiring writers would 
write me back, so grateful for what | had told 
them. 

And then, one day, | realized ... 

| didn't know what the heck I was talking 
about. 

If you met me during this Blabbermouth 
Period of my life, then you already realize, of 
course, that I didn’t know what the heck | was 
talking about. But this realization didn't hit me 
until much much later. 


Now I'm trying to make up for it. | know 
practically nothing about the science, or art, 
or craft, of writing. But this column contains 
everything that | know beyond a doubt. 

1. The way you become a writer is you 
write. Every day. No exceptions. 

Nobody believes this. Everybody wants 
to believe in something called “talent” or 
“inspiration” or “the knack for it.” Maybe there 
is such a thing, but it has nothing to do with 
becoming a writer. 

So when someone says “I wanna be a 
writer — what do | do?” the first thing I say is 
“Go and write for two hours a day for two 
weeks, and then bring me what you've writ- 
ten.” 

To a professional writer, this is a very 
light writing schedule. But ninety-nine per 


‘cent of them vanish forever. 


It's too mundane. Nobody believes it. 

2. What you write is not important. 

Nobody believes this, either. Most 
people think “If | could just get the right idea, 
then the writing would flow.” That's like say- 
ing “If Nolan Ryan would just throw me the 
right pitch, then I could hit home runs for the 
Yankees.” Before you get the chance to face 
the big pitch from Nolan Ryan, you have to hit 
200,000 other pitches. Every day. No excep- 
tions. 


The idea doesn't matter. The practice 
matters. :

Squalls and heavy downpours ham- 
pered the pitifully inadequate relief 
efforts to save the hundreds of thou- 
sands of survivors left stranded, 
homeless, and without food or wa- 
ter. After the cyclone abated, three 
tornadoes ripped through the coun- 
try in as many days, killing at least 30 
people and damaging hundreds of 
homes. 

Tornadoes damaged homes in 
northeastern Illinois, and toppled a 
tree onto a car near Chicago, killing 
two people. The twister was one of 
several that formed over parts of the 
midwestern and southeastern U. S. 
during a week of severe weather. 


Floods 


Flooding caused by weeks 
cat of heavy rain in Louisiana 

has driven hundreds from 
their homes. Poisonous snakes were 
seen swimming through abandoned 
residentialareas, andfire ants floated 
onchunks of earth. Since the middle 
of April, thousands of homes and 
hundreds of thousands of farm acres 
have been flooded from eastern 
Texas to Mississippi.

Floods 


Parts of Bangladesh that 
ata had been spared the fury 

of late April's tropical cy- 
clone were ravaged by severe storms 
and flooding that left more than a 
million more homeless waiting for 
relief supplies. Northern Bangladesh 
had been suffering from a drought 
before a series of storms during the 
first half of May caused rivers and 
streams to overflow into farmlands, 
villages, and some cities. 

Torrential rains in southeastern 
Turkey killed at least eight people 
and caused heavy damage to homes 
and crops. The downpours also fell 
over areas where Kurdish refugees 
from northern Iraq had relocated fol- 
lowing the Gulf War. 

Severe thunderstorms in north- 
western Nebraska spawned hail- 
stones as large as baseballs and 
produced as much as seven inches 
of rainfall. The resulting flood crest 
destroyed adam on the White River, 


wiped out the town of Crawford's.

Record heat from the 

Rockies to the Appalachi-
